For 
several years the Oneonta chapter has 
been forming its skeleton organisation 
and instructing its personnel in their 
duties-' in case ot a disaster In this vi- 
cinity. Oneonta has been extremely 
fortunate In that th* city has never 
suffered from auch a calamity. Other 
cities have been partially wiped out 
by tire, have been visited by floods 
and earthquakes, have been th* scenes 
of terrible railroad accident*, while 
Oneonta haa not. The only thing that 
can in any way mitigate the norron 
of such an event is a group, organized 
tor suuii itiiet, 01 wnitii *»cu uiutuuvi 
knows his or her duties and bow to 
perform them. This is one Of the 
treat purposes of every local Red 
Cross chapter — to be ready for such 
an emergency. Mrs. C. R. Marsh will 
have charge ot the local disaster re- 
lief committee this yenr. 


In case of a local disaster, it la only 


nececwry to telephone the chairman 
of- the Red Cross or the emergency 
chairman. 
A canteen committee Is 


already formed ond trained to- provide 
food for workers and victims. A first 
aid committee it ready and able to 
give the first emergency medical at- 
tention and such other relief of this 
kind as doea not' require hospital or 
surgical treatment. A motor corps is 
organized and prepared to transport 
workers t* the seen* and victims t* 
hospital* and homes. Every phase ot 
such an event Is provided for, and the
